Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fornns the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 -7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Moed et al. (US 5,770,841 )(hereinafter referred to as 'Moed') in view of Jacobus et al. 
(US 5,769,640)(hereinafter referred to as 'Jacobus'). 
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Moed teaches a system an object dimension system or an imaging system (12) 
tiaving a height sensor (26) serves as a vertical height scanner and a camera (16) 
serves as an image captures system, a label decoding system serves as an object 
identification system for producing object identification information to identify parcel or a 
package (20c) and also serves as a bar code scanner for decoding the barcode on the 
package (20c) wherein the information from the height sensor (i.e., object dimension 
information) is correlated with package in which bar code on the package is scanned by 
camera using information received from the height sensor (see Figs. 1-5; col. 5, line 3- 
col. 7, line 10; col. 10, lines 13-65). 

However, Moed fairly suggest that the image of objects is time-depend, and the 
object dimension information, identification information, and electronic images each 
have time-stamp information. 

Jacobus teaches a recording system (26) to record data item (i.e., force, position, 
trigger action, or image captured) with a time-stamp wherein the time-stamp is 
correlated with each data item (see Fig. 2; col. 4, line 39- col. 5, line 20). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the teachings of Jacobus to the teachings of Moed in 
order to provide an improved and an enhanced management means for 
accessing/retrieving information (e.g., dimension information, identification information, 
etc.) of the packages/parcels instantly using the time stamp associated therewith. 
Moreover, such modification would provide a user-friendly system means for tracking of 
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each and every package using the barcode and the time-stannp in which associated with 
the particular package thereof, and therefore an obvious expedient. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's argunnents with respect to claims 1-7 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure; 

Bjorner et al. [US 5,923,017] discloses a moving light indicia reader, 

Haber et al. [US 5,373,561] discloses a method of authenticating the document 
using the time-stamp.
